Dear Allen: 

General Ho Shai Lai (Bobby Ho) who lives in Washington and who, among 
other things, represents the Chinese Nationalist military interest in the 
United Nations, was my house guest over the weekend. I have known General Ho, 
the realist, for many years and regard him as one of my real friends and have 
absolute confidence in his integrity. We were not too political in our dis- 
cussions while he was here but two points that he raised, I feel, should bo. 
passed on to you. 

First was the psychological impact of American aid to its solid allies 
and those who were in a grey allied area of indeterminate nature. He drew 
a particular comparison between Pakistan and India in our inabilitv to do more 
for Pakistan and the very considerable attention we paid to India. He ques- 
tioned in very strong language the wisdom of the United States weakening its 
position to a degree that the United States and Russia could be played against 
each other by an opportunist such as Nehru. He was fearful that our policies 
were not outright and outspoken to the degree that would assure our known :md 
positive friends of primary consideration. 

His second point was that he was very much disturbed about Indonesia. 

He feels that if we lose Indonesia the Communist world will have made one >f 
the greatest advances since the war. He speculated interestingly as to the 
support, probably American, that was being introduced into Sumatra. But he 
was again outspoken when he described the positive and obvious methods the 
Russians were using in supporting Djarkata. 

He felt that America was losing a great opportunity in not being more 
expressive and outspoken in support of its anti-communist intent as it would 
affect the islands of the Pacific. 

On these two subjects Ho was extremely concerned and was stimulated more 
than usual in expressing himself. 

Please don't be concerned to reply to this. You have heard it before. 

I am sure. It may or may not emphasize other information available to vou. 
Anyway, it is good to have an excuse to drop you a line.
